The Symphony for Brass and Percussion by Alfred Reed was written 
in 1952 for the express purpose of “exploring the possibilities 
of utilizing only Brass and Percussion sonorities in an extended 
piece". The first movement opens with a broad introduction 
followed by an allegro section in the form of an intensive hard- 
driving march in three, rather than the usual duple time. The 
second movement is slow and lyrical featuring the baritone, 
french horn and tuba. It is written in the three-part song form. 
The third movement is a rondo built upon Latin-American rhythm.
